WASHINGTON '/Pl—An unprec 
edented check of the nation's gold 
and silver and coin has ended 
and, a Treasury official said to­ 
day, “ everything is there.” 
That was a short report from 
Leland Howard, assistant direc 
tor of the Mint, on a big subject: 
nearly $23 billion worth of gold at 
Ft. Knox, Ky., and elsewhere, 
plus $2 billion worth of silver 
bullion and about $301 
million 
worth of coin not in circulation. 
tine “ shortage” did turn up 
during an audit of the books of 


the former treasurer of the Unit­ 
ed States, a lady Democrat. 
Don’t look for a congressional 
investigation though. 
The missing sum was only $10, 
the government got it back, and 
the rest of the $32,410,260,786.10 
plus two-thirds of a cent is right 
where the former treasurer, Mrs. 
Georgia Neese Clark Gray, said 
it would be. 
So the Treasury is sending Mrs. 
Gray a receipt from her succes­ 
sor, Republican Mrs. Ivy Baker 
Priest, and everybody is happy. 


All this checkup was inspired 
by the recent change in adminis­ 
trations. 
A committee appointed jointly 
by former Secretary of the Trea­ 
sury John W. Snyder and new 
COP Secretary Humphrey looked 
into 
accounting 
and 
guarding 
methods and found they included 
“ every feasible safeguard.” But 
it suggested that a new commit­ 
tee make spot checks of gold and 
silver and coin. 
Asked today whether the check 
had been completed and, if so. 


if anything had been found miss­ 
ing, Howard declared: 
“ No, siree. Everything is thq|p. 
The official report is being pre­ 
pared and won’t be out for some 
time, but it will show everything 
is where it should be.” 
Howard is a Kentuckian who 
for many years, as assistant Mint 
director, 
has 
been 
in 
direct 
charge of the nation’s growing 
horde of precious metals. 
In its quqst for any discrepan­ 
cies between 
the 
amount 
the 
government carries on its books 


and what it actually has, the in­ 
vestigating committee of busi 
nessmen and government off! 
cials: 
1. Counted the bars in about IO 
per cent of all storage vaults. 
These are at mints in Philadel­ 
phia, Denver and San Francisco; 
assay offices in New York and 
Seattle and the U. S. Bullion de 
pository in Ft. Knox, Ky. About 
half the nation's gold is in Ft. 
Knox. 
2. Weighed about IO per cent 
of the gold bars counted. 


3. 
Assayed a “ moderate num ­ 
ber” of the gold bars, to make 
sure they have the proper gold 
content. Each gold bar is worth 
about $14,000. 
The committee decided against 
a spot check of silver held under 
seal because it is “so bulky as to 
discourage theft.” 
And what about that $10? 
Mrs. Gray herself disclosed the 
“ shortage.” She said it was dis 
covered during a separate audit 
of currency and securities, most 
ly foreign, which were in her cus­ 


tody. 
The $10 discrepancy, she said 
turned up in the currency 
re­ 
demption division. Nobody knows 
just how it happened. Apparent 
ly somebody forgot to report the 
replacing of a beatup old $10 bill 
by a new one or something. 
Anyway, the chief of the divi­ 
sion, J. T. Baczenas, promptly 
shelled out $10 from 
his 
own 
pocket, Mrs. Gray said, and she 
sent him a check for the same 
amount. 
Now about that two-thirds of 


a cent at the end of Mrs. Gray’s 
cash and securities on 
hand to­ 
tal: 
It’s an odd amount based on 
the alleged value of some old 
state bonds in the treasurer’s pos­ 
session, Mrs. Gray said, and per 
sonally she wouldn’t give you 
two-thirds of a cent for the lot 
of them.

“I wanted to write them off, 
as we’d do in the banking busi­ 
ness,” she said, “ but I 
never 
could get Congress to do any­ 
thing about it.”

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Atomic Test Gives Lessons 
To Both Civilians, Soldiers 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (ff)—On friend­ 
ly practice field of the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission, American civil­ 
ian and soldier alike may have 
learned new lessons to wrest vic­ 
tory out of atomic war. 
These are the pointers indicated 
by Tuesday’s double-barreled nuc­ 
lear test: 
For civilian— 
I. In a car, “ I would stay in 
it, open the windows and crouch 
down as far as possible on the 
seat or the floor,” said J. Slayton 
Jenner of the Federal Civil De­ 
fense Administration. 
2. In a house, try a basement- 
type bomb shelter, but make sure 
you have a solid concrete wall. 
3. If caught in the open, lie flat 
on the ground if no good shelter is 
available. 
For soldier— 
1. Crouch in a foxhole or lie flat. 
Army officers think now that the 
dug-in soldiers could have rem ain­ 
ed above ground, lying prone, at 
their two-mile distance from the 
blast tower. 
2. Watch the wind and stay be­ 
hind it. The breeze after the deto­ 
nation at 300 feet swept the radio­ 
active column and cloud eastward 
across the 
flat, 
where 
it 
hung 
threateningly for hours. But troops 
were able to march north through 
the vicinity of ground zero. 
3. The bomb can be a friend if 
instructions are followed. Like 
their predecessors in atomic man­ 
euvers, the 1,000 foot soldiers 
and 500 observers found little to 
fear in foxholes. 
Most said it wasn’t as bad as 
they expected. Elton Fay, Associ­ 
ated Press military affairs report­ 
er, found himself most im p o se d 
by “ the unearthly white light” as 
he crouched face down in a five- 
foot trench. 
4 Earth shock can be as potent 
a weapon as blast in a low-level 
explosion, Fay concluded. The pro­ 
longed shuddering of the desert, 
Fay and other observers believe, 
contributed greatly to the quick col­ 
lapse of the first civil defense test 
house, 3,500 feet away.

atomic test of 1953 brought reaf­ 
firmation that— 
1. Smaller bombs can pack a real 
wallop. The device, packing the 
explosive power of 15,000 tons of 
TNT and only three-quarters the

State Veterinarians 
Check for Disease 


It was “ business as usual” at 
the Union Stockyards here Wed­ 
nesday afternoon, despite “ some in­ 
convenience” in the morning while 
the yards were closed for an inspec­ 
tion and disinfecting by one federal 
and three state veterinarians. Dr. 
Jam es McCoy, Washington C. H. 
veterinarian, was there also. 
The yards were closed before 
any stock was unloaded while a 
check was being made on a ship­ 
ment of Ohio hogs that showed 
signs 
of 
vesicular 
exanthema 
when they arrived in Chicago by 
truck Monday. 
The yards were open and operat­ 
ing normally by noon, tim day of 
the regular weekly auction sales. 
There was nothing on the surface 
to indicate there had been any sus­ 
picion 
of 
vesicular 
exanthema 
among hogs shipped from here. 
* • * 
C. R. PHILHOWER, the mana- 
ger of the Union Stockyards, said 
the action taken by the federal and 
state veterinarians ilk closing the 
yards had caused some inconven­ 
ience.” but that because of the rain 
the arrival of stock was later than 
usual Wednesday. 
He declared the Union Stock­ 
yards 
officials 
welcomed 
the 
measures taken by the authori­ 
ties as a safeguard although, he 
pointed out. that it has not yet 
been definitely determined that 
the hogs held in Chicago have 
vesciular exanthema. It was said 
it takes around 96 hours to make 
positive diagnosis of VE disease. 
The truck load of hogs under ob­ 
servation in Chicago left Washing­ 
ton C. H. Sunday. It is understood 
there were 87 hogs in the load and 
that they all are boars, which could 
mean they came from as many as 
87 different farms. 
Philhower said the hogs had been 
accumulated at the Union S t o c k - 
yards by an independent buyer and 
merely shipped from here. He add­ 
ed that only 12 of the lot were 
from the Union Stockyards and that 
the rest of them had come In from 
Wilmington, Chillicothe, Hillsboro 
and Lynchburg; presumably they 
were bought at the livestock auc­ 
tions held in those places and 
brought here for shipment. 


(J. S. Sends Reds 
Another Protest 


COLUMBUS <ff)-The Ohio House 
of Representatives has plastered a 
defeat sticker on a bill to require 
annual safety inspections of motor 
vehicles. It is the first bill defeat­ 
ed in the 100th General Assembly, 
but the defeat may not stick. 
Republican leaders say a re­ 
consideration of the defeat by 
the House Tuesday of the auto 
inspection bill 
may be 
asked 
Thursday. The measure needed 
69 votes for House approval it got 
only 68 yes votes to 59 no. 
The reconsideration, which has to 
arise from the faction which op­ 
posed the bill, must come within 
two days. A Republican who op­ 
posed the bill is reported ready 
now to support it. 
The Republicans could have ob­ 
tained the needed 69th vote Tues­ 
day if House Speaker William Sax- 
be (R-Champaign) had cast the 
vote to which he is entitled, but in 
view of the governor’s veto two 
years ago of a sim ilar measure, 
he decided the one-vote edge would 


have been too narrow to face an­ 
other veto.

THE AUTO inspection measure 
was only one of two important is­ 
sues before the Legislature Tues­ 
day. The Senate disposed of the 
other by passing, 31-1, a bill to 
make the highway departm ent a 
$15 million gift to enable it to get 
an early start on major highway 
projects. The bill now goes to the 
House. 
Democratic 
Senate 
members 
went for the highway bill after a 
futile effort to stipulate, at Gov. 
Frank J. Lausches insistence, that 
the $15 million be considered a 
loan from the state treasury to be 
repaid out of future highway de­ 
partm ent revenues. 
The auto inspection measure 
went down to defeat with nine 
representatives recorded as not 
voting.

WASHINGTON Iff) - THE United 
States today demanded that Rus­ 
sia discipline the Soviet jet fighter 
who attacked a U. S. weather re- 
connaissaice plane last Sunday 25 
miles off Kamchatka. 
The State Department announc­ 
ed a protest has been delivered 
to the Moscow Foreign Office by 
the American Embassy. 
The note asks measures to pre­ 
vent a repetition of such an at­ 
tack 
and 
“disciplinary 
action” 
against those responsible for Sun­ 
day’s incident. 
The Air Force announced Tues­ 
day that the American B50 bomb­ 
er, flying out of Alaska, was trail­ 
ed by two Soviet Mig-l.fS and that 
one Russian plane opened fire on 
it. The B50 returned fire and the 
Soviet plane did not press the at­ 
tack. The exchange apparently did 
no damage to either plane.

THE 
STATE 
Department 
an­ 
nounced the substance of the pro­ 
test, but the text of the note was 
not made public for the time being. 
The department’s announcement 
said: 
“ The 
American 
Embassy 
at 
Moscow this morning on instruc­ 
tions from the State Department 
lodged a vigorous protest with the 
Soviet Foreign Office against the 
attack by Mig fighters upon a U.S. 
Air Force RB50 in the Bering Sea 
on March 15. 
“The note sets forth the posi­ 
tion of the U. S. plane when at­ 
tacked (about IOO miles northeast 
of Petropavlosk and at least 25 
miles from the nearest Soviet ter­ 
ritory), vigorously protests 
the 
action of the Soviet aircraft. 
“ . . . . It states that the govern­ 
ment of the United States expects 
to be informed at an early date of 
the disciplinary action taken with 
regard to the Soviet personnel re­ 
sponsible for the attack, and asks 
for information concerning meas­ 
ures adopted by Soviet authorities 
to prevent a recurrence of incidents 
of this kind.” 
It has been made clear here that 


the U. S. Air Force will continue 
to fly its missions despite Russia’s 
implied challenge to its use of air 
space over international waters of 
the North Pacific. 


THE STATE Department had the 
bare facts of the Kamchatka clash 
early Monday and advised caution 
in announcing the event because 
neither the attacking Mig nor the 
defending U. S. B50 suffered hum­ 
an casualties or any apparent dam ­ 
age. The line of reasoning of some 
diplomats ran like this: 
1. Silence by Washinigton might 
help to smoke out Russian inten­ 
tions.

THE INSPECTING veterinarians 
were said to have taken the names 
of the owneis of the farm s from 
which the hogs came to the Union 
Stockyards. 
There was nothing to indicate, 
however, that there would be a 
general quarantine here. 
Dr. Jam es R. Hay, who order­ 
ed closing the stockyards during 
cleaning and disinfecting opera­ 
tions, said the swine detective 
work would begin today.

Southwestern Ohio where hogs with 
vesicular exanthema are found. 
The swine disease, which does 
not kill, has cost the state thous­ 
ands of dollars and 
man-hours 
since it broke out last July, Dr. 
Hay said. 
The veterinarians b e g a n the 
disinfecting work at Union Stock­ 
yards early Wednesday. Later they 
will begin checking each farm from 
which any of the Chicago hogs 
came. If they find vesicular exan­ 
thema. they will quarantine such 


auction markets through which the 
hogs passed. 
“The trouble is,” said Dr. Hay, 
“that we have to be constantly alert 
for an outbreak of hoof and mouth 
disease, which attacks cattle and 
sheep as well as hogs. 
“ An outbreak of that disease 
can be rough. It can paralyze 
the livestock industry.” 
Dr. Hay said that from Nov. I, 
1952, to March I, 1953, Ohio ship­ 
ped to Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jer 
sey and Maryland 109,639 slaughter 
hogs. Of the 972 railroad cars, 15 
showed signs of vesicular exanth­ 
ema. 
“We checked the 331 farms from 
which these animals came. We 
found no evidence of vesicular ex­ 
anthema on any Ohio farm ,” said 
Dr. Hay. 
He said vesicular exanthema can 
reach shipped hogs through im­ 
properly cleaned vehicles.

Tito Sees Jet 


Planes Collide 


DUXFORD, England tff) - Two 
British jet fighters collided today 
before the horrified gaze of Presi­ 
dent Marshal Tito, killing both pi­ 
lots. 
Then the shaken Yugoslav lead 
cr, for the first time, saw and 
heard another jet crash the sound 
barrier. 
Britain trotted out its hottest mil­ 
itary aircraft for inspection by Tito, 
who is anxious to get similar planes 
for the Yugoslav air force. 
The 
collision 
occurred 
during 
tight formation flying by Meteors. 
Twenty-four jets in all were involv­ 
ed. As four of the Meteors were 
changing position one ran into the 
tail of another. The wreckage fell 
si.: miles away from this Royal Air 
Force airfield in Cambridgeshire. 
When the Meteors returned to 
land, Tito saluted the planes 
in 
tribute to the dead pilots.

THE ACCIDENT’ wiped the m ar­ 
shal's usual wide smile from his 
face. He leaped up in horror as the 
planes came together. Later he was 
pale and disturbed as he entered 
the officers’ mess for a luncheon. 
It was the second incident of its 
fkind Tito has witnessed since he 
left his homeland to pay an official 
visit to Britain. Six days ago, while 
he was en route here, three British 
naval aircraft crashed off Gibral­ 
tar. Four men were listed as miss­ 
ing and presumed dead. 
A RAF officer said that before 
the flying began Tito twice had 
asked to cancel the display be­ 
cause of the 
eather.

Is Chance To Prove 
Stand, U. S. Declares 


B50 Commander 
Tells Of Attack 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (ff» — The 
commander of a U. S. Air Force 
plane said Tuesday he ordered the 
chief gunner to “fire back” when 
his B50 bomber was attacked by a 
Russian-type Mig-15 high off the 
coast of Siberia Sunday. 
Lt. Col. Robert S. Rich, 35, said 
he tried to escape the attacker 
with a 390 mile per hour dive into 
a cloud bank and fired only after 
the Mig had opened up. 
The attack occurred as the U. S. 
plane, on a routine weather flight, 
cruised north 25 miles out to sea 
from the Siberian coast. The Air 
Force said apparently neither craft 
was damaged in the third such sky 
encounter between planes of the 
East and West in a week. 
It was the first incident reported 
by the Air Force in which an Alas­ 
ka-based plane had actually been 
fired on by Red aircraft. 
The B50, on temporary duty with 
the 15th Weather Reconnaissance 
Squadron at 
Eielson 
Air 
Force 
Base from Forbes Field,, Topeka, 
Ran., was approximately IOO miles 
east and slightly north of the huge 
Russian military base at Petropav- 
lovsk on the Kamchatka peninsula.

RICH GAVE THIS 
account of 
the skirmish: 
The B50 had flown#from Eielson 
over the Aleutian Islands to a point 
off Kamchatka and had been fly­ 
ing north about 25 miles off the Si­ 
berian coast for 30 to 40 minutes 
when the vapor trails of two planes 
were sighted IO miles coastward 
from the U. S. plane. 


He said the two planes vanished 
and appeared a few minutes later 
behind the B50 and some 5,000 to 
6.000 feet higher than the U. S. 
craft, which was at an 
ltitude of 
25.000 feet. 
Rich said the planes, which 
were identified as Migs, 
“ kept 
coming on our tail” and sudden­ 
ly one heeled over into a “ pur­ 
suit dive” directly for the B50. 
Rich said he immediately order­ 
ed the pilot of his plane, 1st Lt. 
Harry F. Welch of Ft. Huron, Mich. 
to dive into a layer of clouds at 
the 10,000-foot level. 
As the B50 screamed toward cov­ 
er, Rich said, he heard three or 
four of the crew members shout 
over the intercom system: 
“They’re firing a us.” 
“ I issued the order ‘Fire bask,’ 
Rich said. 
The Baraboo, Wis., colonel said 
members of the crew could plainly 
see smoke trailing from the Mig’s 
guns as it fired “three or four” 
bursts from 1,000 yards away.

T-SGT. JESSE L. Prim of Ozark, 
Ark., central flight control gunner, 
waited until the Mig was within 
400 yards and then fired, by re­ 
mote control, a burst of 20 shots 
from each of six .50-caliber ma­ 
chine guns. 
All of Prim ’s shots passed be­ 
hind the Mig, which dove under­ 
neath the bomber, came up on the 
other side in a high climb and van­ 
ished. 
The whole episode lasted about

At any rate, he said, if the Rus­ 
sians are sincere one of the first 
places they can show it is on the 
question of disarm am ent.

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Records Show This Appeal Deserves Help 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


A sheet of 1953 Easter Seals cam e to 
us in the mail the other day, and we got 
to thinking about them. We’ve been con­ 
tributing to this annual drive to “help 
crippled children” for many years, b u t 
when the ’53 seals came along we got to 
asking ourselves—just where 
did 
our 
m oney go? 
First of all, about three-fourths of what 
we give stays here in Fayette County to 
help people who need aid. We learned that 
35 cases in our home county were given 
much needed help last year. 
Inquiry brought us a good bit of inter­ 
esting information, and convinced us that 
The Ohio Society for Crippled Children, 
the Easter Seal agency in our state, is 
m ost certainly making each dollar do the 
work of two in its efforts to help t h e 
physically handicapped in our state. Not 
only children, but adults as well are as­ 
sisted, and help is not restricted to any 
one kind of crippling disorder. 
We read of accidents of all kinds in 
our daily papers—we're shocked—som e­ 
thing must be done to stop this needless 
waste of limb and life—but not much is— 
and we cool off and even get indifferent 
' —it didn’t happen to us! But what of 
the person who faces a lifetim e of physi­ 
cal handicap? This is a crushing price to 
pay all too often, for a few moments poor 
judgment—his own 
or that 
of another 
fellow being. 
If we were to follow up the endless ac­ 
cidents reported daily, we would be ap­ 
palled by the number of those who must 


readjust their entire future because of a 
physical handicap incurred in an acci­ 
dent. 


Taft's Suggestion 
On the subject of tax reduction, two 
views are expressed in Congress. One is 
that taxes should be cut at once, a n d 
Congress then trim its financial sails to 
fit its cloth. The other is that the budget 
should be balanced first, and tax reduc­ 
tion considered thereafter. 
Senator Taft has proposed a “standby 
tax reduction law.” Under this law, tax 
reduction would go into effect automat­ 
ically once the budget was balanced. If 
Congress failed to cut spending suffi­ 
ciently to achieve this, the law would be 
inoperative. 
It is certainly true that if a law were 
on the books making tax reduction man­ 
datory once appropriations were reduced 
to a certain level, the people would de­ 
mand action. Senator ‘Taft may have a 
practical answer to the problem. 


Front Or Rear 
The horse was in front of the buggy, 
so why not the motor in the front of the 
horseless carriage? That’s where it re­ 
mained for more than half a century, 
without many people doubting that was 
the proper place.

The men of other races w ho envy 
the Irishman his bearing on St. 
P atrick’s Day would envy him far 
more if he could look inside the 
Irishm an’s soul. 


W’hat is it to be Irish? 
How can you put the wonder of 
it into words? If a psychiatrist 
stretched himself out on his own 
warm couch after his last cus­ 
tomer had gone home, 
and 
he 
dreamed of the man he himself 
would most like to be—well, he 
might be perfect, but he'd still be 
only half an Irishman on St. Pat 
rick’s Day. 
Wrhat is it to be Irish? 
It is to have an angel in your 
mouth, turning 
your 
prose 
to 
poetry. It is to have the gift of 
tongues, to know the language of 
all living things Does an Irish­ 
man pause and turn an ear to a 
tree? It is because on this day 
he wants to hear what one sleepy 
bud says to another as it opens its 
pale green hands to the warm 
sun of spring. 
What is it to be Irish'’ 
Oh, on this day it is music. 
Not just the cornet in the parad­ 
ing high 
school band, 
but the 
deep music of living, the low, sad 
rhythms of eternity. The 
Irish­ 
man hears the high song of the 
.turning spheres, the dim lullaby 


of the worm in its cocoon. All the 
world is in tune, and he is in 
step with the tune, the tune that 
only he can hear. 
What is it to be Irish? 
It is to live the whole history

World Psychological Warfare 


In the present 
struggle 
for 
power among nations, the fact 
has to be recognized that such 
private negotiations as occurred 
at the Congress of Vienna (1815) 
or even at Yalta (1945) no long­ 
e r are satisfac­ 
tory The recent 
Anglo - American 
negotiations 
in 
Washington w ere 
so secret as to 
I lead to 
confus­ 
ing rumors. 
In all 
coun­ 
tries, 
e x c ept 
those behind the 
iron 
c u r tain, 
Sokoisky 
publi c 
opinion 
does express itself, often in the 
form of mass demonstrations. 
The 
weapon of 
psychological 
warfare therefore is cultivated 
and strengthened with the ob- 
. ject of winning 
masses of the 
people to one side or the other. 
The “Voice of America-’ is a 
device of psychological warfare. 
Its object is to win friends not 
among government officials but 
among the people in favor of the 
United States. Our hope is that 
most of the people will become 
antagonistic 
to 
Soviet 
Russia 
Russian and Communist Party. 
It should further be designed to 
vitiate any tendency toward neu­ 
tralism. 
In 
the 
present 
investigation 
conducted by the McCarthy Com­ 
mittee, no attack is being made 
against the theory of psychologi­ 
cal warfare. However, certain 
phases of this process have been 
selected to indicate that in the 
“ Voice of America” there has 
been an area of activity which 
has been used against the inter­ 
ests of the United States. This 
woes not mean that everything 
about the “ Voice of America” is 
5 wrong or that such a device need 


* be aoandoned. 
For instance, we m i g h t go 
J back to the testimony of Virgil 
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H. Fulling, chief of the Latin- 
American News Service, who has 
been trying to do a thoroughly 
American job. He tells of a j>ro- 
American demonstration in (Guat­ 
emala. which is now the Com­ 
munist outpost on the American 
continents. Fulling wanted to give 
that demonstration an enthusias 
tic display over the “ Voice if 
Am erica.” He wrote a script in 
which he used the term “ anti­ 
com m unist.” Now. let us look 
at 
the 
colloquy 
on 
that 
sub­ 
ject: 


Counsel Roy Cohn. ". . . Had 
anything been crossed out of the 
script?” 


“ Mr. Fulling. Yes sir, Where, 
the term ‘anti-Communist’ had 
been used, that was crossed out. . 
“ Mr. Cohn. Now, by w h i t 
words was the term ‘anti-Com- 
munist’ 
replaced 
in 
each 
in­ 
stance? 


“ Mr. Fulling. In the first in­ 
stance, where it was called ‘anti­ 
com m unist 
organizations,’ 
the 
term was replaced by ‘citizens. 
“ Mr. Coho. The word 
‘anti­ 
com m unist’ was replaced by the 
word dem ocratic.’ ” 
Fulling was not permitted to 
use the term , 
anti-Communist 
G uatem alans.’’ If they were anti­ 
com munists, why call them “ cit­ 
izens” or “dem ocrats?” Why this 
was done is not explained clear­ 
ly in the testimony. Fulling a r­ 
gued the point with his chief, 
Donald Taylor, who seemed to 
want to use a broader te rm — 
which means what? 
What does the word. dem oc­ 
racy, or democratic, mean in the 
United States, in New York or 
Mobile, in Guatemala or Prague .’ 
Everywhere 
it 
has 
a 
special 
meaning. The other day, I was 
talking to a man who insisted 
that “democratic” means “ equal- 
ltarian,” that is, that all men are 
equal. 
Equal how—biologically, 
legally or in the sight of God? 
In psychological w arfare, words 
arc important only if understood 
I by those at whom they are aim ­ 
ed. If misunderstood by them, if 
given an erroneous twist, 
the 
same words can be destructive. 
For instance, at most, the word 
“ democratic” in the U n i t e d 
States can mean government by 
the choice of the people at a free 
election; in a Communist coun­ 
try it means the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. 
When Communists use the term 
“ democratic front, 
they mean 
an am algam of political groups 
in which the Communists prevail. 
In the United States, if we had 
such a term, it would mean a

First Type 
The so-called regular insulin 
was the first type discovered. Its 
action was extremely short, and 
several 
injections 
had 
to 
be 
taken daily if it was to work well 
in a severe case. 
A newer insulin was then de­ 
veloped. known as prota m i n e 
zinc insulin 
This acted over a 
longer period, but it. too, failed 
in a certain number of cases. 
Various combinations of prota 
mine zinc insulin and regul a r 
insulin were also used for an 
improved effect, when needed 
Another type of insulin, known 
as N PI1, 
insulin, 
was also de­ 
veloped recently 


Search Went On 
However, there rem ained some 
persons who could not be m ain­ 
tained on any of these prepara­ 


tions, so the search for a newer 
insulin went on. 
For any diabetic person, it is 
desirable to cut down the number 
of injections to one a day. This 
required careful timing of the 
preparation used. 
It was found that when insulin 
is combined with a small amount 
of zinc, it has a prolonged effect. 
With certain diabetics who had 
to take -several injections daily 
of the older types of insulin, and 
who had extremely severe diabe­ 
tes, this zinc insulin has proved 
almost 
miraculous. 
Still Experimental 
The new t r e a tment, thou g h 
still in the experimental stages, 
was recently used on 65 patients 
with severe diabetes. All these 
persons had found other types 
of insulin unsatisfactory, but all 
did well on zinc insulin prepara­ 
tions given once a day 
Three different types 
of 
the 
zinc insulin were developed to 
take care of different types of 
diabetes that were hard to con­ 
trol. 
Another milestone in treat i n g 
diabetes is in sight, with a better 
insulin for patients who have 
difficult diabetes, 
making 
less 
frequent injections necessary
